Even real estate is worth 
more In a Christian community than 
in a pag an out*. 
Life there is more 
sacred, homes mor« * secure, peace more 
certain. 
Civilization t« » flny owes all 
that is g ood and trim in it to Chris­ 
tianity, and wherev« » r Christians have 
not failed to perform their functions 
as the preservative force of society, 
there society is at its best morally. 
But it is not for the Christian t« j 
cong i’utulate himself that he Is the 
moral preservative of society, but to 
examine himself arid see whether 
o r 
not he is fulfilling this function. 
If he 
Is not helping to keep the world from 
moral decay then he is falling /short of 
Ids hig h privileg e, as a disciple of 
Christ, to be the salt of the earth. Like

In the second place, we understand

It is one thing to preserve society 
from decay; it Is quite a nother thing 
u» purify and sw e e te n it. 
Christians 
arc to do both. 
T h e very fact that 
they live In a com m unity should pre ­ 
serve it from moral corruption. 
T h e ir 
very presence is a preservative force, 
if they have not lost t h e i r moral inilu- 
once. 
Men will not pull off in a com­ 
munity of Christians the ung odly and 
unholy thing s they will do in another 
community. 
Sal(y C hristians always 
exercise upon evil a retarding iutlu- 
enee. 
One strong , Stalwart Christian 
c h a ra c te r has been known to save a 
community from moral corruption. 
But the function of disciples as salt

time, referring r«» Tarsus, he said he 
was a citizen « *f no mean city. 
Paul 
reeog nized what some C hristians fail 
t«» recog nize, namely, th a t the C h ris­ 
tian has a dual citizenship and, a s we 
should expect, In* was In this in h a r ­ 
mony with the teaching of our Lor« i 
who said: 
“R ende r unto C a e sa r the 
thing s that ar« > C a e s a r ’s and unto God 
th e thing s that a r e God’s.” 
F a ilure to 
recog nize this fact of the C hristian's 
dual citizenship leads some C hristians 
who see the truth of their heavenly 
citizenship, but do not see the tr uth of 
th e ir earthly citizenship, to come short 
of their discipleship here on earth. 
Christ plainly sta te s that disciples are 
“the salt of the e a rth ,” not the salt of 
heaven.
